MILKSOP— An effeminate or milk-and-water 
man; a term of contempt. ; 
—Standard Dictionary. 


CAIRO, Il, Oct. 3.—The latest entry 
in President. Roosevelt's official blue 
book of undesirable citizens ts the ‘milke- 
sop. 

The milksop is as undesirable as the 
nature faker or the muckraker or the 
man to whom one can apply the “‘short- 
er and uglier word,”’ and he’s almost as 
undesirable as a bully who goes about 
“blustering, bragging, insulting and 
wronging people’ without being able to 


show the goods. when his hand is called. 

In the midst of his speech here today 
the President said: 

“Of course the type of man whom we 
respect, whom we are proud of if he is 
a kinsman, whom we are glad to have 
asa friend and neighbor, is the man 
who is not a milksop, who is not afraid, 
who will not tolerate nor hesitate to re- 
Sent insult or injury—in-short, a good 
man to do business with or have live in 


the next house or have as a friénd. On| 


the other hand,’’ the President contin- 
ued, glaring over. his glasses ag if in 
search of a mollycoddle or a milksop 
who had strayed in by mistake, “the 
man who lacks’ any of these qualities 
is sure to be objectionable. % 

Not a milksop or a mollycoddle raised 
a question of veracity or even a vdice 
in protest. 


This One Is Contemptible. 


The President -went on: “If a. man is 
afraid to hold his own, if he will submit 


tamely to wrongdoing, he is contemp-. 


tible.’’ 

He paused to let these dreadful words 
hit whatever target they. might find, and 
then he let loose another barrel: 

“Tf he is a bully, an oppressor, a man 
who wrongs or insulta others, he is even 
worse, and should be hunted out of the 
community.”

Turtle doves and pheasants have been 
given almost constant immunity from 
the huntsmen by new laws adopted by 
various states this year, and many other 
specie f wid game are protected so 
that Re extermination will not rob 
the Avildwoods of their charms. 

The latest farmers’ bullctin issued by 
the National Agricultural Department 
contains a list of the game laws for 
1907, all of the states except Florida, 
Georgia, Alabama, New Jersey, North 
Dakota, Arkahsas and territories ex- 
cept Alaska, Indian Territory, Nevada 
and Yukon having made restrictions and 
changes in the legislation. 

Missouri adopted two laws, abolishing 
reguiar deputy wardens, prohibiting un- 
limited export, permitting sale of im- 
ported game and domestic game in 
county of capture, penalizing the sale 


hunting without license in county of 
residence, and regulating licenses-for 
general hunting—$1 to $2.50—as well as 
changing the various open seasons. No 
hunting of grouse will be permitted un- 
til Dec. 1, 1910. Duck hunting ‘n Mis- 
souri will be prohibited between May I 
and Sept. 15, and plovers cannot be 
killed from Jan. 1 to Aug. 1 
Nebraska Laws Strict.

If you were to ask the average New 
Yorker how far it is to the nearest In- 
dian reservation he would be likely 
else to guess 


something like the Indian Territory. 

In any case it’s 10 to 1 he would guess 
wrong: Then, after he was through 
guessin ng, if you told him that the near- 
est Indian reservation was a scant 70 
miles away, it is more than likely that 
he would listen to you with the smile of 
incredulity. 

Yet there is an Indian reservation 
barely 70 miles from Broadway, says 
the New York Sun, and while thete 
isn’t a full-blooded Indian iiving on it, 
it igs the nearest approach to the real 
thing to be found hereabouts. The reser- 
vation ts that of the Poose atuck tribe 
of Indians at Mastic, 

Poosepatucks. 

It consists of 170 acres of land. The 
Indians who live there are the rem- 
nants of the old Poosepatuck tribe, 


which once ranged the south shore 
from Pachogue to Good Ground and 
Canoe Place, a stretch of 35 miles 

The Poosepatucks—accent the ‘middle 
syllable—-were once a pretty powerful 
tribe. At the present day they have 
dwindléd to less than 4 o Pate So ty as 


se tefullt preserved and handed down 
among the blended Poosepatacks. In- 
vestigation has failed so far to discover 
any signs of industry among chem. To 
be sure a portion of the reservation is 
under cultivation, but it provides the 
families with a few vegetables in sea- 
son und nothing more. The. Poosepatuck 
exerts himself just once a@ yaar, on the 
day of the June meeting of the tribe. 


Land Deeded in 1700. 


Col. William Smith, the lord of 
Smith’s manor, whose heirs still own 
some thousands of acres at Mastic on 
the big point of land jutting out into 
the Great South Bay, first deeded the 
reservation land to the Indians in July, 
1700. The deed conveys 175 acres to- 
gether with the right to plant and 
raise crops as well as to burn under- 
brush. 

The consideration which the Indians 
were to pay for the land was a yearly 
tribute of “two yellow Eares of In- 
dian corne,’”’ which might be omitted 
if there .was a hard year and crops 
were poor. The two ears of corn were 
faithfully carried to the manor house 
each year up to about thirty years ago, 
when the formality. was by mutual con- 
sent allowed to lapse.

“Wisquosuck Jose, ionzonow, Pata- 
quam, Steven Werampes, Penaw 


heirs, all lineal descendants of the Sa- 
chem Tobacus. 

The present head of. the Poosepa- 
tucks is Mesh, or Deacon Bradiey, 4 
lineal descendant of Tobacus, though 
not a full-blooded Indian by any means.

United Kingdon lee tins Tobacco 
Market in World—Even 
Women Indulge. 





WASHINGTON, Oct. &.—According 
to the consular report from Cardiff, 
Wales, the United Kingdom: jis the best 
market in the world for toLacco, It is 
suggested that the fast increasing use 
of tobacco may be due to the weather. 

“Many seem to think,” he says, “that 
certain climatic conditions, such as the 
excessive moisture in the air and the 
ettendant depressing conditions, pre- 
pare the people to feel the need of its 
stimulating or seothing influence. 

“The steady exodus from the land to 
the industrial centers and the wonderful 
development of arena sports heve un- 
doubtedly contributed to the increase in 
the past 15 years.
